Housing Code. At this point either the city 
administrator or the city attorney advised 
the mayor that numerically 13 follows 12. 

With this information, the mayor then 
proceeded to announce that item No. 13, 
concerning appeal of Use Permit 81/08 Casa 
Placentia (a community service agency) 
would be heard next. 

In order that the public knows what has 
transpired chronologically with this issue, I 
will give you a synopsis of Casa Placentia’s 
history. 

Casa Placentia emanated from a need in 
the community approximately eight years 
ago. Primarily trying to help the youth of 
our community, as well as adults and needy 
families, its services have over the years 
been very beneficial to the community. It is 
a non-profit organization, supported by some 
revenue sharing funds and other government 
and private donations. It has always been 
located within the needed areas with the 
exception of last year. Casa Placentia is now 
endeavoring to relocate back into an area 
where it can be effective. 

More specifically, on Santa Fe Street in 
our city, where it was located previously a 
block down the street. The chronology of 
events of the attempt at relocation since the 
beginning of this year are as follows: Lease 
a vacant bulding in January, presumably 
with city approval. March 10 the city 
Planning Commission apppved the 
aforementioned Use Permit 81/80 after 
hearing testimony pro and con from the 
audience, allowing Casa Placentia to 
establish itself at 322 W. Santa Fe. On April 
21 the item came before the city council to 
be heard on an appeal from a local resident. 

There was only one representative present 
from Casa Placentia at this meeting, as Casa 
Placentia had requested in writing that this 
item be continued to the next council 
meeting. There was no immediate executive 
session called for at the beginning of this 
meeting, furthermore, the item was an¬ 
nounced as being heard first, out of agenda 
sequence. 

The only person present from Casa 
Placentia felt like the Lone Ranger while he 
was being pressured to make an unprepared 
presentation after requesting that the item 
be continued. At this point the city ad¬ 
ministrator advised tne council that previous 
applicants requesting continuances had been 
honored. 

The item was then continued to the May 5 
council meeting. The Cinco de Mayo 
Massacre unfolds in the epilogue. Having 
placed the item No. 13 on the agenda, I am 
surprised that the mayor didn’t continue the 
item for a more appropriate day, such as a 
Friday. 

Valid testimony was given by many 
concerned people in the audience in support 
of Casa Placentia, along with a petition of 
250 names of the residential and business 
neighborhood. Many of the petitioners live in 
the immediate area. In contrast, only one 
opponent lives in the immediate area, the 
appelant. There were other opponents who 
spoke who do not live in the neighborhod. 

The gist of their argument fell short of 
epitomizing arrogance, implying that they 
know what is best for somebody else’s 
children.

perience dramatic 
improvement. The 
science is now known 
as spinal column 
stressology. 

By developing 
several independent 
indicators to evaluate 
spinal column stress, 
Dr. Ward and his 
colleagues discovered 
that the spinal column 
constantly adapts to 
stress put upon it.

Dr. Ward is able to 
predict degenerative 
disease health crisis 
with his measuring x- 
ray techniques, often 
well before the disease 
will ^begin to surface 
biochemically or 
clinically. 

The simple system of 
scientific documen¬ 
tation and charting is 
performed on each 
patient individually 
and provides a means 
whereby in¬ 

dividualized proof\of 
treatment ef¬ 
fectiveness- ^an be

ROP Pre-School is a 
learning experience 
for both children and 
the high school 
students involved in 
the program. Valencia 
High School students 
help care for 32 
children in the mor¬ 
ning and 22 in the af¬ 
ternoon, supervised by 
instructor Barbara 
Arnold. 

The pre-schoolers 
learn through ac¬ 
tivities aimed at all 
development levels, 
while Valencia 
students acquire a 
form of job training, 
commented Arnold. 
“We’re not a 
traditional pre¬ 
school,” she stated.

The girls agreed that 
they enjoyed the class 
and the children and 
also learned a great 

deal. ^ . 

Stoeppler noted that 


they learn now to deal 
with children in a 
positive way when they 
get upset. She felt that 
patience was an im¬ 
portant quality in this 


area. The class, Arnold 
commented, also helps 
prepare students for 
careers in recreation 
and hospital work as 
well as teaching.

RESOLUTION OF THE CITY COUNCIL DECLARING ITS INTENTION TO ORDER THE FOR¬ 
MATION OF A STREET LIGHTING DISTRICT AND THE CONSOLIDATION OF AN EXISTING 
STREET LIGHTING DISTRICT THEREWITH AND TO LEVY AND COLLECT ASSESSMENTS FOR 
CERTAIN STREET LIGHTING PROVISIONS OF DIVISION 15. PART 2 OF THE STREETS AND 
HIGHWAYS CODE OF THE STATE OF CALIFORNIA, AND SETTING A TIME AND PLACE FOR 
PUBLIC HEARING THEREON. 

WHEREAS, this City Council has considered the formation of a street lighting assessment 
district pursuant to the provisions of Division 15, Part 2 of the Streets and Highways Code 
of the State of California, being the "Landscaping and Lighting Act of 1971", for a main¬ 
tenance district to be known arKi designated as 

CITY OF PLACENTIA 
STREET LIGHTING DISTRICT NO. 81 -1 
(hereinafter referred to as the "District"); and 

WHEREAS, there presently exist the following street lighting districts formed pursuant to 
the provisions of the Streets and Highways Code of the State of California: 

SANTA FE STREET LIGHTING DISTRICT 
and 

WHEREAS, the City Council desires to consolidate said existing district as a part of the 
proposed District; and 

WHEREAS, the single resulting District would assume all assets and liabilities of the 
District consolidated and shall be entitled to all revenues to which the separate District 
would have been entitled; and 

WHEREAS, at this time, there has been presented and approved by this City Council the 
Engineer's "Report" as required by law, and at this time this City Council is desirous of 
proceeding with the formation of said District. 

NOW. THEREFORE. IT IS HEREBY RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
PLACENTIA, CALIFORNIA, AS FOLLOWS; 

SECTION 1. That the above recitals are all true and correct. 

PUBLIC INTEREST 

SECTION 2. That the public interest and convenience requires, and it is the intention of 
this City Council to order the formation of a Street Lighting District to levy and collect 
annual assessments for the continual maintenance of certain street lighting im¬ 
provements, all to serve and benefit said District as said area is shown and delineated on 
a map as previously approved by this City Council and on file in the Office of the City Clerk, 
open to public inspection, and herein so referenced and made a part hereof. 

CONSOLIDATION 

SECTION 3. That the following existing Street Lighting District be consolidated into the 
aforesaid proposed District and that said proposed District assume all assets and liabilities 
of the consolidated District and be entitled to all of the revenue to which the separate 
District would have been entitled: 

SANTA FE STREET LIGHTING DISTRICT 
REPORT 

SECTION 4. That the "Report" of the Engineer regarding the formation of said District, 
which "Report" is for the maintenance of the fiscal year 1981-82, is hereby approved, and 
is directed to be filed in the Office of the City Clerk. 

ASSESSMENT 

SECTION 5. That the public interest and convenience requires, and it is the intention of 
this City Council to order the formation of the Street Lighting District as set forth and 
described in said Engineer's "Report", and further it is determined to be within the best 
public interest and convenience to levy and collect annual assessments to pay the costs 
and expenses of said maintenance and improvement as estimated in said "Report". 

DESCRIPTION OF MAINTENANCE 

SECTION 6. The improvements for which said Street Lighting District is to be formed and 
the assessments levied and collected, shall be for the maintenance of certain street 
lighting improvements as set forth in the Engineer's Report, dated April 22, 1981, 
referenced and so incorporated herein. 

COUNTY AUDITOR 

SECTION 7. The County Auditor shall enter on the County Assessment Roll the amount of 
the assessments and shall collect said assessments at the time and in the same manner as 
County taxes are collected. After collection by the County, the net amount of the 
assessments, after the deduction of any compensation due to the County for collection, 
shall be paid to the Treasurer for purposes of paying for the costs and expenses of said 
Street Lighting District. 

SPECIAL FUND 

SECTION 8. The City Treasurer herewith shall establish a special fund known as "CITY OF 
PLACENTIA STREET LIGHTING DISTRICT NO. 81-1 MAINTENANCE FUND", into which the 
said Treasurer shall place all monies collected by the Tax Collector as soon as said monies 
have been received by said Treasurer. Payment shall be made out of said fund only for the 
purpose provided for in this Resolution, and, In order to expedite the making of this 
maintenonce and improvement, the City Council may transfer into said special fund, 
money from any available source, such funds as it may deem necessary to expedite the 
proceedings. Any funds so tansferred shall be deemed a loan to said special fund and shall 
be repaid aut of the proceeds of the assessments provided for in this Resolution. 

^UNDARIES OF DISTRICT 

SECTION 9. Said contemplated maintenance work is in the opinion of this City Council, 
of direct benefit to the properties within the bpundaries of the District, and this City 
Council makes the costs and expenses of said improvement and maintenance chargeable 
upon a district, which district said City Council hereby declares to the district benefited by 
said Improvements and maintenance and to be further asessed to pay the costs and ex¬ 
penses theeof. Said Street Lighting District shall include each and every parcel of land 
within the boundaries of said Street Lighting District as said Street Lighting District as 
shown on a map as approved by this City Council and on file in the Office of the City Clek 
and so designated by the name of the District.
